ENGLAND AROUSED. 


Sam's Cause Must Be Espoused by 
Great Britain. 

Lowponr, July 24.—England is aroused. The 
London papers this morning are in complete 
accord in denouncing the policy of France in 
Siam. They see in the French demands not 
alone the hamiliation and practical oblitera- 
tion of Siam as an independent Government, 
but declare that it is also a blow aimed at 
England. The British Government is called 
upon to act promptly and firmly and let 
France know at once that she is going too 
far.

SIAM’S REPLY. 
To the Demands Made by the French 
Government. 

Paris, July 24.—Siam’s reply to the ulti- 
matam of France has been recetved, and is 
as follows. It bears the signature of the

| King my | august sovereign, charges me to make to 
you the ollowing declaration: 

**His Majesty regrets that no precise definition has 
ever been given of what His ajesty is to under- 
stand by the expression. ‘Rights of the Empire of 
Anaam ene of the Kingdom of Cambodia on the ieft 
bank of the Mekong River.’ His Majesty has been 
over ready to abanndon all the territories ever which 
the existence of these rights should have been 
proved, and five montns ago His Majesty proposed t+ 
submit all contested points of international arbitra- 
tion. Now he submits to the press of circumstances 
in order to restore peace to people and security to 
the numerous commereial interests at stake in his 
country. His Majesty, therefore, eonsents toa de- 
limitation of the frontiers between Siam aud Cam- 
bodia. All the territory om the left bank of the 
Mekong River, south ofa line drawn frem the most 
northerly of the Siamese military poste recently oc- 
cupied by the Franco-Anamite troops to another 
point situated in the same latitude—thatis, on the 
eighteenth degree north iatitude—will be regardea 
as Anamite and Cambodian territory, the river 
below the point indicated becoming the line ef sepa- 
ration between the neighboring Statesas far as te 
the point at which the river enters Cambodian ter-

His Majesty deplores sincerely the losses experi- 
enced by both sides in conneetion with the Keng- 
Kien and Khammon incidents, as well as the regret- 
able collisionatthe mouth of the Menam River.

The four persons found guilty of acts of per- 
sonal aggression, contrary to national or interna- 
tional law, against French subjects will be punished, 
and wherever necessary compensation in money will 
be made to the relatives of the victims. .

Officers Quinlivan and Sheehan threaten to 
bring Chief Deputy Marshall Henry Erb of 
the Second District Police cour} 
before the Mayor for having 
the fines of two women they 
prosecuted remitted by making false repre- 
sentations to Judge Paxson concerning them, 
The police have for some time received 
numerous complaints against the im- 


moral women who ply their vocation 
among edestrians in the vicinity of 
Ninth and Washington avenue. The above 
named officers patrol that beat and are en- 
deavoring to puta stop to the nuisance. 
About a; week ago they arrested two women 
pleaded guilty to chargés 
of **roping.’’ Judge Paxson fined 
them, but after court adjourned their fines 
were remitted upon thelr statement that the 
officers had persuaded them to plead guilty, 
averring that the court would more 
leniont with them than if they fought 
the case. Last Friday Lillie Moore and Tue 
resa Mueller, two street walkers, were ar- 
raigned and — guilty to the charge of 
‘‘roping.’’ jThey claimed that Quinlivan and 
Sheehan had indnced them to ayy guilty 
and Marshall Erb made a talk“ for them 
and secured their release upon the payment 
of costs. 

When the police heard of Erb’s action they 
were very indignant and this morning they 
called on Judge Paxson and emphatically 
dented that they had advised the 
women to plead guilty. They cinimed 
when they are released upon the merest pre- 
text after they have pleaded guilty. The de- 
fendants, they allege, fully appreciate 
the fact that th police 
not try to secure their 
after they have been convicted, and 
that the women made ths statement at the 
instance of other parties who informed them 
of the easy way the first two women had got 
out. The police say that itis almost imposst- 
ble for them to control the lawless element 
the idea of their being persuaded to incrimi- 
nate themselves at the instance of the police, 
they say, is preposterous. 

Judge Paxson when seen sald that he was 
inclined to balſeve that no was being made 
the victim of a confidence game, but as the 
giris claimed that it was their first offense he 
thought he would be lenient with them. 
However, the women had been fined before 
for the first offense. 

The feeling between Erb and the police 
over the matter is very bitter, and at one 
time this morning it looked as though the 
trouble would not end with words.

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THE NOLLE PROS. PRIVILEGE. 


Citizens of St. Louis have reason to re- 
joice that an issue has been squarely made 
by the Assistant Circuit Attorney and the 
Grand-jury against the practice of freely 
entering nolle prosequies in criminal cases. 
It is the more gratifying that the issue is 
raised in two cases which apparently af- 
ford clear ground for righteous protest. 

There is no more prolific source of cor- 
ruption and injustice in the administra- 
tion of the criminal law than the free use 
of the ‘‘nolle pros’’ by prosecuting 
officers. It is a constant menace to the 
enforcement of the law. It opens the way 
tothe control of the machinery of justice 
for the protection of law-breakers by cor- 
rupt and powerful political pulls and in- 
fluences. 

It enables one man to exercise a power 
to check the operation of law as great as 
that of the most absolute tyrant. Through 
this power lawlessness and crime are given 
an opportunity to set up a shield in the 
temple of justice. The practice is danger- 
ous and obnoxious to all sound principles 
of law enforcement. If prosecuting of- 
ficers are permitted to say who shall and 
who shall not be tried the Grand-jury is 
useless and the courts mere creatures of 
their will. 

St. Louisans have had bitter experience 
of the abuse of this power. They have seen 
the ends of justice defeated and murderers, 
thieves and thugs go unpunished through 
the pulls of political bosses. They have 
seen the courts subverted to the purposes 
of corrupt politicians. 

No matter what may have been the 
motives of Circuit Attorney Zachritz in 
nolle prossing the cases against Coplan 
and Pollock the Grand-jury was right to 
re-indict the men. Having sufficient evi- 
dence upon which to base an indictment 
the jury was bound to re-indict and their 
indictment was an order for trial which 
the Circuit Attorney ought not to disre- 
gard. Trial should follow indictment. 
There is no safety in any other rule. 
The Circuit Attorney’s duty isto execute 
to the best of his ability the order of the 
Grand-jury unless he can show indispura- 
ble reasons for not doing so. 

We look to Judge Edmunds to assert and 
maintain this safe rule, and to see to it 
that the exercise of the privilege of 
‘*nolle prossing’’ casesin his court is not 
abused. The responsibility rests upon 
him. 
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PEXSION PROBLEMS. 

@A paragraph which has been going the 
rounds of the press for some time pas 
says: Pat Carmody of St. Louis, for 
yearsa leading citizen of Moberly, Mo., 
gets a pension which he divides evenly be- 
tween a home for Confederate soldiers 
anda Union home.“ 

Doubtless, if Mr. Carmody were in re- 
ceipt of no pension he would still, with the 
magnanimity of a true American soldier, 
contribute some of his earnings to relieve 
the distress of unpensioned veterans and of 
crippled and helpless Confederates. The 
law awards a pension to many a Union sol- 
dier who does not need it, and who draws 
it only that he may divide it ng un- 
fortunate and needier comrades for whom 
the law makes no provision at all. 

If the people’s money must be taken 
from those who earn it and given to those 
who do not need it, by all means let the 
old soldiers be the recipients. No other 
class of men would make a more patriotic 
or better use of it. 

But there is manifestly something wrong 
in our pension system when our enormous 
pension payments leave so many really 
needy veterans dependent on the charity 
of comrades receiving pensions they do not 
need. 

It may be difficult to draw the line of 
merit so as to include only cases of neces- 
sity and yet intlade them all. Many a 
wounded soldier is earning a comfortable 
living through the confidence of ‘ others in 
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whose fortune or money making tal- 
ents and opportunities may have placed 
them in easy and independent circum- 
stances. 
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| AN CBJECT LESSON. 

In the speeding of European gunboats 
towards Siamese waters the American peo- 
ple may find an impressive illustration of 
the results of the policy of imperial aggran- 
dizement by colonization and territorial 
acquisition. If a conflict of so-called in- 
terests in Asia brings a conflict of arms in 
Europe it will bea monumental example 
of the folly of the thing. The people of 
Europe will merely tear each other in 
pieces like wild animals in a quarrel over 
plunder. 

There is danger that every nation in Eu- 
rope may become involved in this little 
squabble over land lootin Asia. Yet not an 
honorable motive can be imputed to any 
one of them. France is merely trying to 
satisfy her greed for power and plunder. 
If the British lion rages it is because 
some of his plunderis threatened, or be- 
cause having had free range of the 
earth heresents the intrusion of any other 
animal upon his hunting ground. If Rus- 
sia takes a hand it is because Russia has 
designs in other parts of Asia which she 
wants the privilege of pushing. So with 
Germany and Italy—the privilege of plun- 
dering some part of the earth is sought. 

There is no pretense on the part of any 
of these nations of a regard for the princi- 
ple of justice. Such pretense would be 
ridiculous. Not one of them can lift a 
finger in behalf of justice, because all are 
stained with guilt, and chiefly that model 
of Christian civilization—Great Britain. 

The only great nation that is free from 
any interest or motive of greed or jealousy 
which can entangle it in war is the United 
States. We are the only people who can 
consistently say a word for jus- 
tice. Jingoism and imperialism have 
not yet forced us into a position 
in which we must acquiesce in injustice 
and fight because of a disturbance in an- 
other continent. They have not yet com- 
pelled us to send warships at enormous 
cost to defend colonies and protect plun- 
der interests. If we are wise they never 
will, We will limit our fighting to self- 
defense and our protection of territory to 
our own land. The end of any other 
course is not worth the cost in money, the 
sacrifice of principle and the risks to free 
and honest government. 
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A SENSIBLE VIEW. 

Mr. Henry Wolcot, a brother of the 
Senator, takes a sensible view of the situa- 
tion in Colorado. He says that Colora- 
doans cannot expect that the Government 
will take care of silver regardless of the 
public good, and that even if every silver 
mine in Colorado should be closed there 
are other resources in the State that 
would occupy every citizen within her 
borders and millions more. Referring to 
these resources he says: 

We have a large area of agricultural land, 
which each year shows increased acreage 
under cultivation; extensive oil-producing 
lands, unlimited deposits of iron and coal, 
great stone quarries, the product of which is 
used even as far East as New York; large 
fire-clay deposits, productive gold, lead and 
copper mines, and extensive wool. growing 
interests. We have more coal than Pennsyl- 
vania; make as good coke, and have a market 
for it. 

No State should depend upon a single 
industry for prosperity. It is especially 
foolish to do go when that single industry 
rests upon the resource of the mines of one 
metal. This dependence becomes the 
height of folly when it looks to Govern- 
ment protection for the profitable support 
of the single industry. 

The mines of California gave the State 
her first start, but her permanent pros- 
perity rests upon the development of other 
resources. Nevada, on the other hand, 
depended solely upon mines, and is a 
deserted commonwealth. Use will un- 
doubtedly be found for every ounce of sil- 
ver in the mines of Colorado. The heavi- 
est losses of the people of the State are due 
more to a senseless scare than any perma- 
nent injury to the silver mining industry. 
These losses, however, will be turned into 
gain if they direct the energies of the Colo- 
rado people to the development of her 
other rich resources. When they throw 
over the vicious policy of seeking Govern- 
ment protection and depend upon their 
own efforts in varied industries they will 
win greater wealth than could be dug out 
of the world’s richest mines. 
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OPpPoRTUNITY always develops the fool 
as well as the hero. The Colorado crisis 
brought out Gov. Waite’s scare speech and 
the trouble in the Kansas coal region has 
givenan ass named Waltersachance to 
make himself dangerous Ata meeting of 
excited miners he fanned the flame of dis- 
order and violence, by an incendiary 
speech. He praised the attack on the 
Clemens pit, and while ostentatiously 
pretending not to counsel violence urged 
the men and women to lawlessness and 
crime. It is to be hoped that the miners 
have better heads than their adviser and 
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from further public service. If murder 
comes out of the troubles this legis- 
lative fool shouldbe the first man arrested.

SCENES aT THE FARM. 


Incidents Which Happen at the Big 
Camp. 

The slope of grassy lawn before the spa- 
clous old-fashionea farm house with its large 
mouthed open chimneys and cool piazza,sur- 
rounded by tents, presents an animated pic- 
ture at any time of morning, day or evening. 
After the discussion of the mornipg meal the 
many mothers and babies congregate here, 
while the doctor makes his rounds, and baby 
carriages, hammocks and rocking chairs 
hold the weaker little ones, while chubby lit- 
tle fellows who have recovered from child- 
igh ills, roll and frolic on the carpet of dark 
green grass. The warmth of the 
long kours of mid-day is hardly felt 
Decause of the overhead screen formed by 
the venerable old patriarchal oaks—the rem- 
nants of a mighty forest which stood here 
centuries ago. Here, during the pleasant 


“hours of the morning and afternoon, the 


Bethesda babies lie on cots or sit in high 


chairs anda crow, while their quiet nurses in 


their striped blue gowns and white caps 
move here and there among tnem. Visitors 


from the neighorhood and especially from 
St. Louis are plentiful when there is an ex- 
trsion allowing them time to come to the 


farm, and after inspecting all the prepara- 
tions for the comfort of the invalids and their 
friends, pronounce the camp a veritable 


boon for the unfortunate people of St. Louls 


who may need its health-giving air. 
THE TENT. 

A regiment of militia in annual muster does 
not presenta more orderly camp nor one so 
comfortabie as is found on Tree View Farm. 
There are a great number of tents arranged 
in order about the lawn, all having 
good floors, provided with files through 
which even a twenty four ~ hours’ 
rain could not penetrate; contain- 
ing comfortable cots with plenty 
of sheets, pillows blankets, etc., wash- 
stands, basins and ewers, mirrors and all 
things necessary for a week's outing. These 
tents are not much used in daytime, as the 
mothers and children are never tired of 
breathing in the life-giving outsideair. At 
night, about half anhour after sunset, the 
littie eyes begin to close, little heads to droop 
and mothers wend their way tentward like 
a shepherd moving his flock to its fold, Soon 
thereafter lights are extinguished, except 
the large head lights, watch lamps, which 
ali night make bright the outside of the tents 
that all may be safe. Then the quiet of 
Sleep falls upon those dwellers in the tent’’

„Move quietly; poor Abraham is asleep.“ 
paid the head nurse the other evening as au 
attendant entered the little dormitory where 
over twenty infants lay upon snowy cots, re- 
posing under mosquito netting. This poor 
fellow, who has been weak and debilitated 
from the first, will hardly recover 
from the exposure and negiect which 
preceded his adoption intothe home. Roy is 
also very sick. Dr. Chapman wends his way 
among these cots and pauses to note with 
pleasure the calm and peaceful sleep of the 
more healthful; he stoops above this one as 
a faint wail disturbs tts slumbers; he bends 
above that one as he notes its hurried respi- 
ration and its fever-red cheeks; he pre- 
scribes carefully every detail of its medicine, 
food and bath. Morning is a busy time in 
the nursery. More than twenty babies are to 
be bathed and dressed and fed. Their food 
is not the milk from mother-land, but the 
next best substitute In the fresh milk from 
Jersey cows, with carefully prepared con- 
densed food and the albumen from eggs. 
These are prepared dy one skilled in her 
profession. Each detail is arranged method- 
ically—each nurse attending to her own 
portion of the programme. Soon after the 
chill ofthe morning air has been eliminated 
by the rays of the sun, the little ones are re- 
moved tothe lawnand crow and cackle and 
kick and smile upon their admirers among 
the other children and even the adults, each 
of whom soon selects a favorite. 

The most popular boy in the camp, except 
the twins, isthere no more. Lawrence, he 
of the Intellectual forehead and intelligent 
manner, was adopted on Thursday by a 
newly married couple from St. Louis. Even 
his name was no longer left him, but merged 
in the great world, apart from his throne in 
Bethesda, instead of King Lawrence he be- 
comes plain George.

The Secretary Has Taken a House Near 
the Executive Mension-The Two 
Ladies Are Inseparabie Companions— 
Society Events That Will Enliven the 
Coming Winter Days at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 24.—Secretary and 
Mrs. Daniel Lamontare the Lord and Lady 
Churchill of this administration. While the 
Secretary whispers confidentially in the ear 
of the President, Mrs. Lamont presides 
sweetly but tyrannically over Mrs. Cleve- 
land’s tea kettle. Mrs. Cleveland is as fondly 
attached to Mrs, Lamont as ever good Queen 
Anne was to her doting duchess. When Mrs. 
Lamont went house-hunting Mrs, Cleveland 
accom panied her and insisted on the Secre- 
tary settlingas near the White House as 
possible. Oonsequently the Secretary has 
closed the lease for the old Woods House on 
Lafayette square and facing the Executive 
Mansion. The papers were signed Tuesday. 
This is the house that Mrs. Cleveland picked 
out of all those visited for her dear friend. ’’ 
There is almost an unobstructed view be- 
tween the two houses; as Old Hickory used to 
signalto Van Buren across the park when 
affairs of State were in a flurry, so can Mrs. 
Cleveland call on her confidential friend 
when there are little social and domestic 

| ngles to be straightened out. It will be 
over the teapot in one of these historic man - 
sions that social leaders will be created or 
dethroned. While sipping a delicate concoc- 
tion a la russe, these two women will discuss 
and decide in truly feminine way executive 
dinners and settle upon the arrangements of 
the guests. Itwill be Mrs. Lamont’s hand 
which will smooth down the factions among 
the vying members of the Cabinet circles, 
and it willbe at her at homes’’ that pre- 
sumptious members of the neauveau riehe 
will be relegated to social mediocrity. 

The future home of the Secretary of War is 
historic itself and located in the most his- 
toric section of Washington. The old house 
has rather an important social history. Sec. 
retary Gideon Wells lived there during the 
war. Senator Stockton’s family made it 
their home when they were leaders in the 
gay world of fashion, and at different times 
since the Woods family of New York have 
occupied it.

Facing the northwet corner of La 
Fayette Park and diagonal! opposite the 
residence of Secretary Lamon, 1s the antique 
residence which Commodore Decatur built 
in 1812. After Decatur’s deat the house was 
successively occupied by Hery Clay, Martin 
Van Buren, Edward Livigstone, Jack- 
son’s Secretary of State George M. 
Dallas, Vice President, and senator Judah 
P. Benjamin, Attorney-Geneal, Secretary of 
War and Secretary of Statiof the Confed- 
eracy, and finally Gen. Bealq whose guest 
Gen. Grant has been for wee ata time. The 
window in the south wall d the house was 
ordered cut by Van Buren n order that he 
Might see the signals disylapd by Jackson 
from the White House.

The Two Hundredth Anniversary of De- 
troit’s Founding.
